Since 1896 the experiment of shooi- 


ng at tbe clouds with large mortars 
set up perpendicularly on the motin- 
ain has been made and with uniform 
success. 
All of the neighboring dis- 


tricts have suffered from the usual hail- 
storms, but in this place, Feistritz, 
there has been nothing but rain. The 
mortar is fastened firmly to an oaken 
block. 
The funnel i* about six feet 


high. The load used is only 75 grains 
of powder, and this costs but five cent*. 
As the mortar is fired a long- rolling 
echo follows, and after a few miuutes 
the clouds discharge their moisture in 
the shape of gentle showers. In this 
way the crops planted in the valley are 
helped instead of being broken clown 
by hail, and the cost is trifling. The

aroused widespread interest, and per- 
hnps the weather sharps will be able 
to learn how to gather the clouds, since

Diplomats., 
politicians and the common people fell 
that it would be as, wise to bury a trilic 
pver $7,000,000 at the north pole as to 
cse it for the purchase of Aiatka. The 
great cx^anij of territory belonging 
to Russia in North America was looked 
upon as a land of icebergs and snow, 
of frozen rivers and unprofitable moun- 
tain peaks, out of which it would be 
impossible to secure any adequate re- 
turns for tbe money invested in its pur- 
cha*e, to say nothing of its mainte- 
nance. 


But Secretary Seward thought differ- 


ently. 
He realized that thii frozen 


iiorthland presented great possibilities. 
It is doubtful if he considered the pos- 
sibility of the territory becoming a fac- 
tor in the production of the world's 
gold, but be did see the advantages it 
offered to our fishing, whale aud seal 
industries, and in these aloue Alaska 
has fully verified the expectations of 
the secretary. 


So great was Seward's desire to ac 


quire the territory of Russian America 
that when the Russian minister at 
\Vnshington announced 
to him the 


willingness of the Russian emperor to 
-sell, he lost no time in completing his 
part of the negotiations. On the tven- 
ing of March "29. 1SC7. Secretary Sew- 
ard was playing whist at his home in 
"Washington when the Russian rnmib- 
ter called and announced that he had

The importations of gunpowder ann 
explosives into the composition of 
which gunpowder enters were worth 
$530.000 in 1891, but their value had de- 
creased to $160.000 in 1807, and it has 
decreased more since in consequence 
of the fact thnt it is now possible to 
manufacture ordinary fireworks in the 
United States under conditions quite 
as satisfactory as those which govern 
the market in China, and, moreover, 
the Chinese methods ond devices have 
been much improved upon and

risks incident to transportation over 
several thousand miles done away 
with.

The manufaclure of fireworks is, in- 


deed by no means so complicated a 
matter as it might appear. Every one 
has seen blue fire, for instance, the in- 
(rredienta of which nre 12 parts of nitre, 
4 of sulphur, 2 of sulphttrct of anti- 
mony and two of inmpblnck. Green 
fler is mnde of 40 parts of nitrate of 
barvten, 8 of sulphur, 3 of chlorate of 
potash and 1 of lampblack. White fire 
is made of 24 parts of nitre, T ot sul- 
phur, 8 Of red arsenic and 1 of lamp- 
black 
These formula*, of course, are
